First restrictions on guns, in 
1865, prohibited the small cannon 
known as punt guns that murket 
hunters used. Not until 1918 was 
the hunter limited to une gun no 
larger than 10 gauge. In 1930 
his gun could hold no more than 
six shells; now the limit is three. 

Shooting from power boats and 
sail boats was outlawed in 1897; 
sink boxes and batteries were out- 
lawed here in 1927; live decoys 
and baiting were outlawed in 
1935. 


Daily shooting hours were first 
defined in 1915. The noon hour 
seasoning opening prevailed from 
1931 through 1934.

To Can Vitamin C 


Whether you can your tomatoes 
this year with a hot or cold atest 
is up to you, but you will want to 
can a supply of the only common 
vegetable that doesn’t require a 
pressure canner. 

You] be canning up a lot of 
vitamin C and good flavor with 
either a raw or hot pack reports 
Roberta Hershey, Michigan State 
College foods and _ nutrition 
specialist. Of course with a hot 
pack you can put more tomatoes in 
o jar. Either pack is easy to 

oO. 

Use only perfect ripe tomatoes. 
To a skins, dip into boiling 
water for about half a rninute, 
then dip in cold water. Cut out 
stem ends and peel tomatoes. 

For canning tomatoes with the 
hot pack method, quarter the 
peeled tomatoes. Bring them to a 
boil, stirring often. “Pack hot in 
hot glass jars to one-half inch 
from the top. Add one-half tea- 
spoon salt to pints, or one teaspoon 
to quarts. Adjust jar lids. Proc- 
ess in a boiling-water bath for ten 
minutes—either pints or quarts. 
Remove jars and complete seals. 

Raw-packed tomatoes will prob- 
ably hold color and shape better 
than hot packed ones. Leave 
them whole, or cut in halves or 
quarters if you wish. Pack to 
one-half inch from the top of the 
jars, pressing gently to fill spaces. 
Adjust far lids. 

Put the jars in the canner in 
water that is hot but not boiling. 
Heat to boiling -and -process~ pint 
jars 35 minutes, Process quarts 
for 45 minutes. Remove jars
